Ottumwa, la., Aug. 13.—Frank Dun­ 
can, former mayor and a prominent 
! merchant here, 
shot and 
killed his 
; father-in-law, 
George 
Godfrey, 
and 
then committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the head. 
Mrs. Nellie Dun- 
gan, wife of Dungan, had been down 
town in the 
evening and 
returned 
home about 9 o’clock to find her father 
and husband dead. 
Godfrey was found 
lying on the 
floor in tho front room of the house 
and Dungan was lying on his bed in 
a nearby 
room. 
Just what 
motive 
prompted Dungan to commit the deed 
is unknown. 
He had been sick for 
the past week and may have commit­ 
ted the act in a fit 
of temporary in­ 
sanity. 
The last seen of Dungan and God­ 
frey was when both men were sitting 
on the porch 
of their home 
in the 
west end of the city about 6 o’clock 
in the evening. 
Both Dungan 
and Godfrey 
were 
prominent men here. 
Godfrey, who 
was about eighty-four years old, had 
lived in Ottumwa nearly all his life. 
He was quite wealthy and some years 
ago financed Dungan in a dry goods 
enterprise which proved unsuccessful. 
Of late years Dungan had been con-

u 
ducting a general 
merchandise and 
grocery store in the west end of the 
city. 
Godfrey had been making his 
home with Dungan for a number of 
years. 
During 
his 
term as 
mayor 
here, some ten 
years ago, Dungan 
gained 
great 
popularity. 
He 
was 
about sixty years old and was one of 
a large family of boys and was reared 
in Ottumwa.

The only strike in this direction 
was that of two men employed by A. 
H. Nose because they were asked to 
h a n d l e Western Union quotations. 
During the day two of the largest 
commission houses iii this city signed 
the scale presented by tho operators 
and also issued a call for a meeting

Arbitration M ad e Difficult. 


Arbitration advocates in tile shape 
of Secretary Easley 
of the National 
Civic Federation and Labor Commis­ 
sioner Neill arrived in this city but 
their mission was made difficult be­ 
fore they arrived by the statements of 
Superintendents Cook of tile Western 
Union and Capon of the Postal com­ 
p a n y to the effect that they would ar­ 
bitrate nothing. 
Seer* tary 
Wesley Russell 
of the 
tel en' 
'.ors expressed himself In a 
similar manner. 
Both companies an­ 
nounced that they would treat with 
their men as individuals, but declared 
that they would not receive any delega­ 
tions or any body of men representing 
the union. 
Secretary Russell said tho 
operators would not agree to arbitrate 
for the reason that the fight was al­ 
ready won and It would be foolish for 
the men to throw away the advantage 
they have gained. 
Mr. Russell issued a bulletin to the 
operators Monday in which 
he de­ 
clared that the 
fight was 
won and 
urged all 
members of the 
union to 
stand firmly for a 
few days longer. 
Ho reported the strike in all sections 
of the country as progressing favor­ 
ably for the men. 
The local unions of the operators 
throughout 
the 
United States 
and 
Canada are voting on the question of 
ordering a general strike if their de­ 
mands were not granted by the com­ 
panies. 
The returns are not all ex­ 
pected within the next twelve hours,

New York, Aug. 13.—T he strike of 
telegraphers, which started last Fri­ 
day at Ix)s Angeles, where it was di­ 
rected 
against, the 
W estern Union 
company, spread Eastward and Mon­ 
day reached 
New York 
city, where 
three spontaneous “ walkouts” followed 
in rapid succession. 
These were di­ 
rected against the 
Western I nion, 
the Postal Telegraph 
compahy and 
the Associated Press. 
With the stop­ 
ping of work by a majority of union 
operators here a situation unparal­ 
leled followed, the telegraph business 
by no means being tied up, but being 
seriously handicapped. 
Unexpectedly, and when it had been 
generally supposed 
that no 
action 
would be taken locally pending a con­ 
ference of Labor Commissioner Neill 
with influential labor representatives 
in Chicago 
on Thursday, 
the union 
operators declared a strike in the of­ 
fice 
of the Western 
Union. 
In ex­ 
planation it was said by the strikers 
that three discharged employes who 
had called ai the office for wages due 
had been treated with scant courtesy. 
An hour or so 
later the men 
in the 
main office of the company walked out. 
While the f-trike 
appeared to be In 
violation of the understanding reached 
by the local executive officers of the 
unions Sunday, immediately following 
the walkouts officers of the union de­ 
clared that the strikers would receive 
the support of their organization. 
It 
was added that a secret under land­ 
ing 
was 
reached 
Sunday 
through 
which authority was given to tho local 
employes of the two telegraph com­ 
panies to go out whenever their inter­ 
ests seemed to demand immediate ac­ 
tion. 
Just how effective 
the stiike was 
Monday night was a m atter of dis­ 
pute. 
The 
Western 
Union 
people 
claimed to be doing business as usual 
in this city and to have all the help 
needed. 
In fact they said they could 
not use all the0 men seeking employ­ 
ment. 
On the other hand the union men 
claim that very few competent mon 
were working and that the company 
was being tied up. 
The Postal claimed to have 35 out 
of a force of about 300 working and 
that it was transacting business with­ 
out serious delay. 
To this the strik­ 
ers replied that the Postal had not 
more than twelve operators at work.

The strike against 
the Associated 
I Press began at S:3<> o’clock Eastern ; vole was practicallv unanimous for a 
time Monday night. 
It was distinct 
from the other strikes, as the Asso­ 
ciated Press controls its own leased 
wires and the operators are in the di­ 
rect employ of the news organization. 
Though no demands had been made 
recently by the men, the strike had 
been foreshadowed. 
In the New York office the walkout 
was not attended 
with any demon­ 
stration. 
The men at the keys left 
their work and quietly withdrew. 
The suspension of the service was 
not complete, as sufficient force re­ 
mained to send a partial service in all 
directions. 
The same conditions pre­ 
vailed at all the offices except those 
in New England, which were not af­ 
fected.

trol of the Alton Road. 


New York, Aug. 13.—United States 
District Attorney Stimson bas filed in 
the United States circuit court in this 
city a petition that E. H. Harriman 
and Otto IL Kuhn, the latter of the 
firm of Kulm, 
I/oeb A; Co., be sum­ 
moned into court to show cause why 
they should not answer certain ques­ 
tions relating to the 
control of the 
Chicago and 
Alton railroad. 
These 
questions were ask* d during the in­ 
terstate commerce commission’s in­ 
vestigation of tile Chicago and Alton 
several 
months 
ago. 
Mr. 
Stimson 
acted for Attorney General Bonaparte 
in filing the petition. 
The questions to which the govern­ 
ment demands answers from Mr. H ar­ 
riman and Mr 
Kulm relate 
to the 
purchase of the controlling interest 
In the Chicago and Alton and the Illi­ 
nois Central by the Union Pacific. 
In 1904 the Union Pacific purchased 
103,43] shares of Alton stock through 
Kuhn, Loeb «k Co. at S0V2. 
The stock 
was deposited with Hie hankers with 
tile understanding that it was to be 
sold to the Union Pacific at a price to 
he made i*> a committee composed of 
Mr. Harriman, John A. Stewart and 
J. 
J. Mitchell. 
At the 
hearing Mr. 
Harriman was asked what part of the 
stock so disposed of lie owned. 
This 
question he refused to answer. 


Refused to Answer Other Questions. 


Mr. Harriman also 
refused to an­ 
swer questions as to tile amount of 
his 
holding 
of Union 
Pacific 
pre­ 
ferred. 
Nor 
would 
he 
state 
the 
holdings of IL IL Rogers, H. C. Frick 
and himself in Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe. 
Other questions that Mr. 
Harriman declined to answer had to 
do with Ills interest in the purchase of 
105,0<K) shares of Illinois Central, the 
famous Id per cent dividend of the 
Southern Pacific road and his own 
profits occasioned by the sudden rise 
in tile stock following the declaration 
of this dividend. 
The questions that 
Mr. Kulm re­ 
fused to answer had to do with the 
connection of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. with 
the purchase of stock in the Chicago 
and Alton and the Illinois Central and 
what portion of tile stock so purchased 
was for the directors 
of the Union 
Pacific. 
Neither Mr. Harriman nor Mr. Kuhn 
could lie found by the deputy marshal 
who was given the order to serve but 
service was accepted by their attor­ 
neys. 
The order issued on tho peti­ 
tion is returnable before 
Judge La­ 
combe. Oct. 21. 


IMMUNITY IS GRANTED.

instituted, used the Chicago and Alton 
to gain the information upon which 
the 
Indictments originally 
were re­ 
turned. 
Special 
Counsel 
Morrison, 
formerly United States district attor­ 
ney for the district of Chicago, it is 
understood, 
promised the 
Alton im­ 
munity from prosecution in return for 
the information furnished.

The millions of parents of the middle 
class, w lx .se lives are one long struggle 
to keep up appearances, know today on 
the very high authority of John Gra­ 
ham Brooks, professor of economics 
nt Harvard, that the fat baby mak­ 
ing frantic efforts to eat his toes as lie 
lies in Ins cradle, will cost them $25,DOO 
before lie has reached the stage of 
iv ae earning independence, says the 
New York Evening Word. 
This revelation was recently made In 
in 
address 
delivered 
by 
Professor 
Brooks at the Chautauqua assembly. 
“I have devoted years of considera­ 
tion to this subject, having regard to 
the conditions of modern life, the in­ 
crease in the cest of living, the tenden­ 
cy of the average American parent to 
make an idol of a beloved son,” said 
Professor Brooks, ‘‘and as the result 
; of a careful estimate I am able to say 
that each child will cost his parents 
$25,000 from the day of his birth until 
he reaches economic independence.” 
To the unwillingness of parents to 
assume the burden of Increased cost 
of training a boy In the way he should 
go Professor Brooks ascribes the slow 
decrease in the infantile population 
among the middle class. 
*‘I hesitate to revive the question of j 
race suicide,” said Professor Brooks in 
another part of his lecture, ‘‘but it is a 
dismal fact that the increased expense 
of bringing up children in cities where 
the people either choose or are com­ 
pelled to live is largely responsible for 
the great decrease in the birth rate 
among the middle classes.”

the new town of Granfalls, platted ju i 
across the Big Forks river.

a name as yet no buildings having been 
erected, 
though the lumber is on the 
ground f o r a depot.

higher and b etter site than Big Falls, 
though it is an easy m atter to drain 
the latter town as it lies well above the 
river.

Chicago, Aug. 13.—The operators In 
the office In this city and on the South 
and Western circuits of the Associated 
Press leased

work Monday 
night at 7:30 
o’clock. 
The 
strike was 
made against 
the 1 
wishes and advice of Grand Secretary 
Russell of the 
telegraphers’ union, 
who tried to keep them at work for 
another twenty-four 
hours, or until 
satisfactory 
#rrangem ents could 
be 
made for a conference between M. E. 
Stone, the 
general manager 
of the 
Associated Press, and a committee of 
the operators. 
General Manager Stone received the 
first Intimation early 
Sunday night 
that the telegraphic force of the asso­ 
ciation was 
likely to 
formulate de­ 
mands. 
These took form later th at 
night and were put into the form of a 
petition, 
which 
reached Mr. 
Stone 
Monday morning. 
The petition \sas 
signed by many of the telegraph opera­ 
tors of the Associated Press through­ 
out the country and requested a re­ 
duction in the hours of service and 
an increase of wages. 
Monday afternoon Mr. Stone formu­ 
lated ais reply to tho operators. 
He 
declared that 
the changes 
desired 
w er e so radical and Involved such a 
large increase in the expenses of tile 
organization that more time should 
he granted the 
board of directors, 
which consisted of fifteen persons In
